Discussions concerning 
classified employee salaries 
heated up during Monday 
night’s Casey County Board 
of Education meeting. 

After conducting an analy¬ 
sis of Casey County’s classi¬ 
fied salaiy pay scales in com¬ 
parison to 12 other districts 
with similar demographics, 
Casey County School Super¬ 
intendent Marion Sowders 
recommended that the board 
increase the pay scales which 
he found to be lower than the 
average of the districts com¬ 
bined. 

“When you look at those, 
the breakdown of what we 
currently pay versus the 
year-one average of those 12 
districts and the year-20 aver¬ 


age for each category, a lot of 
what we were paying starting 
out was equivalent or com¬ 
parable to those districts,” 
Sowders said. “Where we 
fell short were those middle 
to late year employees on that 
top scale. You’ll notice a big¬ 
ger difference between where 
they started and where they 
ended.” 

For example, with some 
salaried positions there is only 
a 70 cent difference between 
a new hire and an employee 
with 30 years on the job. 

“I broke down how many 
people we have in each posi¬ 
tion, how many years of ex¬ 
perience they have, and what 
the additional cost would be 
to our general fund, special 
ed hind, food service fund, 
and our grant hind. You’ll no¬ 
tice that a lot of the positions 


listed we do have several em¬ 
ployees with that high year 
experience. Keep in mind that 
when those people choose to 
retire that you’ll hire people 
at the lower rate,” Sowders 
said. 

Using the averages, 
Sowders reminded the board 
that he was not using top-end 
numbers. 

“I think that we have to re¬ 
main competitive with what 
we pay our employees for 
doing a great job,” Sowders 
said. “We’re a veiy successful 
district and a high performing 
district, and in order to main¬ 
tain and keep building on that 
we have to keep good people 
because good people is what 
it’s about. It’s not about pro¬ 
grams, it’s not about stuff, it’s 
about our people and I think 
our people need some extra 


incentive to stay. When we 
rank 166th out of 171 dis¬ 
tricts, I think we can do better 
than that.” 

Budget concerns 

Board member Marilyn 
Coffey expressed her concern 
with increasing classified pay 
scales without definitive evi¬ 
dence that the money is there 
to cover the costs. 

“So in essence, we’re 
looking at the possibility of 
$147,656 coming out of the 
general fund,” Coffey said. 

Chairman Ken Coffman 
asked the board if the money 
was currently in the bud¬ 
get. Sowders said there was 
$50,000 in the working bud¬ 
get. 

“So we’re basically talking 
another $100,000,” Coffman 
said. 


The timing of the issue was 
also a concern to Coffey. 

“I’m a little concerned 
about it,” she said. “It’s not 
that I don’t think people de¬ 
serve raises, they do. But I’m 
concerned that we’re doing it 
in October and not the first of 
the year. We’re three months 
into the year and we’re chang¬ 
ing things. We have to come 
up with the extra $100,000 
somewhere, it’s not even in 
the working budget.” 

Sowders responded that 
there are places where money 
can be pulled. 

“I think this should be a 
priority for our staff,” he said. 

While clarifying that she is 
not opposed to the issue, Cof¬ 
fey reminded the board that 
staffing cuts were recently 
made.

Whitfield 


honors local 


leaders

Two long-time Casey County political leaders 
were honored for their years of service at a town 
hall gathering on Friday at City Hall. 

Kentucky Republican Congressman Ed Whit¬ 
field, who represents Casey County as part of the 
First Congressional District, presented Mayor 
Steve Sweeney and County Judge-Executive Ron¬ 
ald Wright flags that had been flown over the U.S. 
Capital building in Washington. 

“I asked that these flags be flown over the Capital 
in honor of Mayor Steve Sweeney and Judge Ron¬ 
ald Wright in appreciation of the many contribu¬ 
tions that they made to this area,” Whitfield said. 

Casey County Attorney Thomas M. Weddle Jr. 
also paid tribute to Sweeney and Wright. 

“Throughout the time period they’ve been here, 
I’ve watched them on several projects and they both 
worked together. It’s not ‘what can I get ‘but ‘what 
can we get?’ I’m not so sure that Congress couldn’t 
take a lesson from these two men,” Weddle said. 

Sweeney and Wright, who both have 16 years in 
their respective offices, are not seeking re-election 
in November. 


Obamacare 

Whitfield wasted no time in blaming the Obama 
administration for the sluggish economic recovery 
from the recession. 

“Most experts agree that it’s been slow is so much 
uncertainty that’s been caused by policies of this 
administration — specifically the dramatic changes 
in health care. Companies try to decide how and 
where to invest, and whether to invest. There’s so 
many unanswered questions and many companies 
have gone from full time employees down to part 
time employees because they want to get below that 
50 employee threshold so that they don’t have to 
abide by Obamacare,” he said. 

Rusty Tungate, CEO of Casey County Hospital, 
asked Whitfield about changes to Obamacare oc¬ 
curring should Republicans take control of the U.S. 
Senate beginning next year. 

“We’ve tried to repeal it a number of times and 
I don’t have to tell you health care is extremely 
complex. Dr. Cassidy, a (Republican) member of 
Congress who’s running for the Senate, and other 
doctors are working with health care providers on 
a program that if we are able to repeal Obamacare 
that we would put that in to help improve the sys¬ 
tem,” Whitfield said, adding that should Congress 
repeal Obamacare, the president would likely veto 
the measure. 

“I don’t know if we’d have enough votes to over¬ 
ride the veto,” he said. 


EPA and coal 

Whitfield said that he doesn’t deny the reality of 
climate change. 

However, as chairman of the Energy and Power 
Subcommittee on Capital Hill, Whitfield does ob¬ 
ject to what he calls the administration’s “extreme 
positions” on imposing restrictions on coal plants 
which produce electricity. 

“Our C02 emissions today are lower than they’ve 
been in 20 years. Kentucky has a lot of coal to pro¬ 
duce its electricity but more importantly this is an 
issue that affects the entire country and we, because 
of regulations in this administration, have less flex¬ 
ibility than other countries in the world,” he said. 

Whitfield noted that while Europe gets 22 per¬ 
cent of its energy from wind and solar sources, they

Road rage, air rage: 
a common cause? 


The driver cut in front 
of me, honking his horn 
while sticking his middle 
finger out his car window, 
pointing it in my direc¬ 
tion. 

“What’s he so mad 
about?” I remember ask¬ 
ing myself. 

I had apparently failed 
to move fast enough when 
the light for the right-turn 
lane signaled green. 

That wasn’t the first time 
someone had so visibly 
disapproved of my driving. 
I admit I’m not NASCAR 
driving material. I once 
had a friend tell me that 
driving with me was like 
being a passenger with Mr. 
Magoo at the wheel. 

But I somehow felt that 
if the road rage guy could 
have met me, maybe let me 
buy him a cup of coffee, he 
wouldn’t have been so en¬ 
raged. 

It’s easier to lash out at 
people when we deperson¬ 
alize them. 

I’m not the best shop¬ 
ping cart driver either. I’m 
sure I’ve been guilty of 
blocking an aisle without 
realizing it, and several 
times I’ve almost collided 
into another shopper as 
I’ve turned a corner too 
quickly. But I’ve never had 
anyone in the grocery store 
gesture to me like the road 
rage guy did. In the su¬ 
permarket, we work it out 
with a simple smile and an 
“Excuse me.” 

I suspect the same is true 
for the recent incidents of 
air rage on commercial 
flights. 

In one instance, a man 
was using the Knee De¬ 
fender, a small plastic de¬ 
vice that airplane passen¬ 
gers can use to keep the 
person seated in front of 
them from reclining their 
seat. The flight attendant 
asked the man using the 
Knee Defender to remove 
it. When he refused (at 6 
ft. 2 in. tall he said if the 
person in front of him re¬ 
clined, he couldn’t use his 
laptop), the passenger in 
front of him threw a glass 
of water on him. That flight 
from Newark to Denver 
was diverted to Chicago. 

Another flight from Mi¬ 
ami to Paris was diverted 
to Boston when one man 
began screaming at the 
passenger in front of him 
because of the reclining 
seat. 

A lady on a flight from 
New York to Palm Beach, 
Fla., decided to relax by 
doing a little knitting (How 
do you get knitting needles 
on a plane?) and reclined 
her seat. 

But the lady in the seat 
behind her had rested her 
head on the tray table. She 
didn’t appreciate being

smacked on the head with 
the reclining seat. A shout¬ 
ing match ensued, and the 
plane was diverted to Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla. 

I’m not a frequent flyer, 
but I’ve flown enough to 
know traveling by air is no 
fun anymore. By the time 
passengers take their seats, 
they’ve waited through 
a security line, removed 
their shoes, had their be¬ 
longings checked, submit¬ 
ted to a scan and in some 
cases been patted down, 
boarded a crowded plane 
and quickly squeezed into 
a seat with limited space. 
(Airlines are packing more 
seats on planes, shrinking 
the space for travelers.) 

Air rage is just waiting 
to happen. 

Both road rage and air 
rage have this much in 
common: They require a 
degree of depersonaliza¬ 
tion. 

I’ve never read about an 
airline passenger screaming 
at the person seated next to 
them because someone in¬ 
vaded their elbow space. 
It’s easier to imagine evil 
motives in that person 
seated in front or behind 
you that you can’t see than 
it is in the person whose 
shoulder touches yours. 

When someone cuts you 
off in traffic, passing by 
you in a blur or hidden be¬ 
hind tinted windows, they 
can easily become a jerk, 
plain and simple, rather 
than what they might re¬ 
ally be were you to meet 
them in the grocery store: 
a frazzled single mom per¬ 
haps or maybe an exhaust¬ 
ed construction worker too 
tired to pay attention. 

The man who used the 
Knee Defender later ad¬ 
mitted he had not handled 
his anger appropriately, 
told his sons he wanted 
to be a better father, and 
encouraged them to learn 
from his failure. And the 
lady whose head rested on 
the tray later said she was 
overly emotional because 
two of her dogs had just 
died. 

If passengers could see 
their agitators as people — 
people with dogs and cats, 
and children, people who 
have failed and want to 
do better — perhaps they 
would be slower to get an¬ 
gry and quicker to be kind 
and gentle. 

I hope people remember 
that when they see me get¬ 
ting in the driver’s seat of 
my car. 



Them birds still fly fast 


It’s dove season and 
since I got an invite in the 
area to shoot at some birds, 
I decided to try my skills 
after 29 years of not pulling 
the trigger on a shotgun. 

Abigail Whitehouse, our 
staff writer, is a serious out- 
doorswoman and she also 
went with me. 

But just days before the 
hunt, I found my shotgun 
that hadn’t been fired and 
looked it over. No rust or 
obstructions in the barrel so 
I figured it would go bang 
when I pulled the trigger. 

Since I hadn’t hunted in 
almost three decades, I fig¬ 
ured that I had better stock 
up on 20 gauge shells. 

With the scarcity of 
ammo in the United States, 
I decided I’d try locally 
before hitting the big box 
stores, either in person or 
online. 

A visit to Green River 
Outdoors in Liberty — for¬ 
merly Beard’s Trading Post 
— confirmed my fears of 
not having any 20 gauge 
shells on the shelves. The 
store had its grand re-open¬ 
ing on Saturday and did a 
lot of business, which is 
good, local people support¬ 
ing a local enterprise. 

Co-owner Mark Beard 



overheard me telling em¬ 
ployee Eric Pruner that 
I needed some shotgun 
shells. 

Mark went out to his 
truck and found two boxes 
of 20 gauge shells which 
his daughter had not used 
during an opening day hunt. 
Thanks, Sara Ruth. And, 
he sold them to me at last 
year’s price. Even better. 

I also had to purchase a 
hunting license and thought 
it was going to cost $20. 
Mark told me that yes, the 
license was $20 but I also 
needed a migratory bird li¬ 
cense that was an additional 
$15. 

While it may have been 
tempting to just purchase 
the $20 part, now that I 
knew this was law, even 
though I grumbled a bit, I 
shelled out the $35. Glad 
Mark knew what he was 
talking about. 

If I’d been caught and 
cited by a Fish and Wild¬ 
life officer, my name would 


have been in The Casey 
County News under Police 
News. 

The point Em making is 
this. I live in Campbells- 
ville and could have gone 
into a big box store to pur¬ 
chase shells. 

If the shells weren’t in 
stock, do you think an 
employee or store man¬ 
ager would have done for 
me what Mark Beard did? 
Hardly. 

Thanks, Mark, for the 
shells, counsel on the li¬ 
cense, and going the extra 
mile for a customer. 

When Abigail and I, 
along with four others got 
to the undisclosed location 
of the dove field, there were 
birds everywhere, and I do 
mean everywhere. I write 
undisclosed because if I told 
you, then I’d have to..., oh I 
can’t, I’m out of shells. 

I got to my stand in 
the field, loaded my gun, 
looked up and three doves 
were up high right in front 
of me. 

Throwing the shotgun 
stock to my shoulder, I 
swung on the lead bird and 
squeezed the trigger. 

Lo and behold, the bird 
tumbled out of the sky but 
fell across the road, where 


he was lost forever. 

Even late in the after¬ 
noon it was hot, and it took 
me about an hour to run 
through all my shells. 

The final count was 10 
birds down with six in the 
bag. With Mark’s 50 shells, 
I had found another 50 
shells to use. Ten birds with 
100 shells? Not good, but it 
was worth it. 

Although I had a ball, it 
was also frustrating to sit 
there and watch birds con¬ 
tinue to come into the field 
and me sitting there with no 
shells. 

Oh, and Abigail? That 
young woman hunts with 
an over-under 12 gauge and 
she’s a dove killing ma¬ 
chine. 

One of the men we hunt¬ 
ed with dropped 13 birds 
with his first 15 shots. If I 
divulge his name, it might 
be embarrassing to him and 
I wouldn’t do that to Gerry 
Wethington for all the tea in 
China. 

A great time was had by 
all and I’m satisfied with 
the results after all these 
years. 

Now, if I can just get 
Gerry to cook some of 
those doves and drop them 
by the office. 



Understanding the power of the majority 


Last week many of us 
stood at various locations 
across the state and made a 
commitment that if placed 
in the majority, we will 
have a clear and defined 
roadmap for the success of 
our Commonwealth called 
‘Handshake with Ken¬ 
tucky. ’ 

Some across the state 
cheered, a few snickered, 
and many I imagine did 
not notice the events at 
all. However, I thought 
it might be important to 
discuss not just the road 
described (which is very 
important for Kentucky), 
but also try to help people 
understand what I would 
call, “The Power of the 
Majority.” 

Many times over the 
years, I have gone into 
classrooms of various 
grades and try to get stu¬ 
dents to understand how 
the process in Frankfort 
works (or doesn’t depend¬ 
ing on which side you are 
on). It goes something 
like this, “OK class, to¬ 
day all of you in this class 
are House members. Now 
we are going to call this 
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smaller group, ‘The Fa¬ 
vorites Committee.’ Now 
we don’t really have a 
‘Favorites Committee’ in 
Frankfort, but I think it 
might help you understand. 
Now we need the power¬ 
ful chairman or madame 
chairman of the ‘Favorites 
Committee.’ Great!” 

From there I remind 
them that the chairman de¬ 
cides what bills get heard, 
which means he or she is 
very powerful. This is 
also similar to leadership 
on the floor. Then I have 
them nominate favorite 
football teams, basketball 
teams, food, etc. One time 
when I was speaking to a 
group of fourth graders, 
they did favorite toys. Un¬ 
fortunately, this chairman 
was pretty tough and did 
not allow a vote on about 
half the toys. One toy that 
was wiped from the board 


belonged to another child 
who was not happy about 
the removal and burst into 
tears (trust me, I know the 
feeling.) In the end, most 
children understand the 
importance of working to¬ 
gether, but also the impor¬ 
tance of being the one in a 
position of leadership. 

I have had to go through 
this on many bills, but one 
in particular was House 
Bill 34 from the 2014 Leg¬ 
islative Session. 

This bill has had differ¬ 
ent bill numbers in differ¬ 
ent years, and has changed 
a little, but basically is a 
tightening of the DUI laws. 
I was approached several 
years ago by someone 
who had lost his grandson 
to a repeat DUI offender 
and though he knew he 
could never get his grand¬ 
son back, he hoped that no 
one else would go through 
what he went through. 

We sat down with a bill 
drafter and crafted a bill 
that was tighter than cur¬ 
rent laws, but which we 
felt had a good chance 
of clearing the process. 
Unfortunately, the chair¬ 


man has promised year 
after year to hear the bill, 
but always waits until the 
end of session and then 
says, “Sorry, we are out 
of time.” The power of the 
majority is important. 

That’s not to say that 
when you are in the minor¬ 
ity, you never accomplish 
a thing because I have in 
the past. 

But usually I have had 
to ask for help in the Sen¬ 
ate, because the power of 
the majority in the Senate 
is the same party as mine. 
But even their assistance is 
limited. 

When you’re in the mi¬ 
nority, you spend much 
more time defending, stop¬ 
ping bad legislation than 
advancing good legisla¬ 
tion. In the end the power 
of the majority determines 
leadership, and leadership 
controls what bills get 
heard. 

So when you think about 
what goes on in Frankfort 
(or Washington as well), 
remember that the power 
of the majority has a lot to 
do about our direction as a 
state and country.

Whitfield_ 
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are building new coal-fired 
plants. 

“Last year, 53 percent of our 
coal exports went to Europe,” 
he said. “So here we have the 
greenest area of the world 
with more renewable energy 
anywhere going back to coal 
because natural gas prices are 
so high.” 

Although the president says 
that America has an “all of the 
above” energy policy using 


coal, natural gas, and renew¬ 
able resources, his actions 
speak louder than his words, 
Whitfield said. 

“Because of his administra¬ 
tion, we cannot build a new 
plant in America because the 
emissions standards set by the 
EPA are so stringent that the 
technology isn’t available to 
meet the standards. But what’s 
worse, in June 2015, the EPA’s 
coming out with new regula¬ 
tions on existing coal plants 


in America. The EPA has al¬ 
ready identified 15 coal units 
in Kentucky that will have to 
be closed by 2020,” Whitfield 
said.

leaves, cooler temperatures 
and wonderful Kentucky 
fall foods, such as sweet 
potatoes and apples. Not 
only are these foods deli¬ 
cious, but they are jam- 
packed with nutrients. 

Apples and sweet po¬ 
tatoes are two of nature’s 
great nutritional gifts, and 
even the wrapping is ed¬ 
ible. They are low in calo¬ 
ries, fat, and sodium. They 
are cholesterol free and are 
an excellent source of fiber. 
They also contain many of 
the phyto-chemicals that 
research shows may play 
an important role in pre¬ 
venting disease. 

Studies show that eating 
apples, sweet potatoes, and 
other high-fiber fruit and 
vegetables may help with 
weight control. Fiber add 
to a feeling of fullness and 
helps slow down the rate at 
which sugar is released into 
the bloodstream, which 
helps keep blood sugar lev¬ 
els steady. 

More than 2,500 variet¬ 
ies of apples are found in 
the United States. Several 
of these varieties are grown 
in Kentucky including Red 
Delicious, Rome, Winesap, 


Gala, Jonathan, Cortland, 
and Golden Delicious. 

Look for firm, crisp, well 
colored fruit. 

Avoid apples with shriv¬ 
eled skins, bruises, worm 
holes, or decayed spots. Al¬ 
ways handle apples gently 
to avoid causing bruises, 
blemishes, or other de¬ 
fects. 

Kentucky grows two 
kinds of sweet potatoes. 
They are divided by color 
— dark orange and pale 
yellow or white — and 
have either moist or dry 
flesh. Choose small to me¬ 
dium-sized potatoes with 
smooth, unblemished skin. 

Both apples and sweet 
potatoes grown in Ken¬ 
tucky are available at mar¬ 
kets throughout the state. 
Apples are available from 
early summer through De¬ 
cember. 

Sweet potatoes are avail¬ 
able in the fall through the 
winter. 

Apples should be stored 
in a cool, dry place until 
they are ripe. 

Once they are ripe, store 
in the refrigerator vegetable 
drawer in a plastic bag. 

Store sweet potatoes 
unwrapped, in a cool, dry, 
dark place with good venti¬ 
lation for up to two months. 
Do not wash before storing 
as moisture will cause them 
to spoil quickly. 

Try this recipe that uses 
both these delicious Ken¬ 
tucky Fall Foods: 


Baked Apples & 

Sweet Potatoes 

5 medium sweet pota¬ 
toes 

4 medium apples 

V 2 cup margarine 

V 2 cup brown sugar 

V 2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

% cup hot water 

2 tablespoons honey 

Directions: 

Boil potatoes in 2 inches 
of water until almost ten¬ 
der. 

Cool potatoes, peel and 
slice into V 2 inch slices. 

Peel, core, and slice ap¬ 
ples into l A inch slices. 

Preheat the oven to 400° 
F. Grease a casserole dish 
with a small amount of 
margarine. 

Layer potatoes on the 
bottom of the dish. Add a 
layer of apple slices. 

Sprinkle some sugar, 
salt, and tiny pieces of mar¬ 
garine over the apple layer.

Buyout leads to Danville 
restaurant closing

The owner of Reno’s Roadhouse ac¬ 
cepted a buyout last weekend, leading 
him to close the doors of his establish¬ 
ment with little notice to employees. 

According to Jody Lassiter, president 
and CEO of Danville-Boyle County 
Economic Development Partnership, 
the prospective purchaser of the former 
Country Hearth Inn property next to 
Reno’s, Newcomb Oil Co. LLC, negoti¬ 
ated with Reno’s owner Wendell Spigle 
to buy out the remaining lease on the 
building. 

With the buyout, the entire tract and 
the adjacent tract on Denmark Drive 
will be demolished and redeveloped 
with new retail businesses. 

According to Lassiter, four retail and 
restaurant prospects already have been 
referred to Newcomb Oil. 

Less than a week ago, Lassiter said 
Newcomb Oil planned to raze the ho¬ 
tel and split the property into three seg¬ 
ments upon the closing of the sale. He 
also said the company is in the process 
of working with the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet to gain an easement 
onto the property from the bypass for 
better access. 

The news comes as little consolation 
for employees who arrived to work last 
weekend to find signs on the doors in¬ 
dicating the restaurant on Hustonville 
Road had closed. 

On the employee entrance at the es¬ 
tablishment, a note was left saying the 
restaurant had closed and telling em¬ 
ployees when they could pick up their 
last paycheck. 

Man gets 15 years for 
DUI, manslaughter

A Lebanon man was sentenced last 
week to 15 years for second-degree 
manslaughter, second-degree assault, 
DUI first offense and four counts of pro¬ 
moting contraband. 

Joseph Spalding, 29, was sentenced 
to 15 years after pleading guilty to sec¬ 
ond-degree manslaughter, second-de¬ 
gree assault, DUI first offense and four 
counts of promoting contraband. Spal¬ 
ding caused a collision that killed Wil¬ 
liam “Billy Jo” Cecil, 40, on Aug. 11, 
2013. Joseph M. Spalding, 29, of 516 
Valley View Apartments in Lebanon, 
pled guilty to all the counts against him, 
and Judge Allan Bertram handed down 
the sentence Sept. 4 in Marion Circuit 
Court. 

Spalding caused a collision Aug. 11, 
2013, that killed William J. “Billy Joe” 
Cecil, 40, of Finley and injured Cecil’s 
14-year-old son, Jonathan Blade Cecil. 
According to the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice, Spalding was driving east in a 2002 
Chevy pickup on KY 208 on the night 
of the collision. Cecil and his son were 
driving west in a 2012 Polaris Razor 
ATV when Spalding crossed the center 
line and collided with them, according 
to the state police.Cecil died follow¬ 
ing the collision. His son was treated 
at Spring View Hospital with non-life 
threatening injuries. 

Judge Bertram handed down a sen¬ 
tence of 10 years for both the man¬ 
slaughter and the assault charges (to 
be served concurrently), and Spalding 
was given five years for the contraband 
charges. The contraband sentence will 
be served consecutive to the 10 years he 
received for manslaughter and assault. 
His DUI sentence will be served con¬ 
currently with his other sentences. 

Henderson school district 
looking at e-books

Henderson County School Super¬ 
intendent Marganna Stanley, in one of 
her first public appearances in her new 
role, told the Henderson Rotary Club 
last week the school district is looking 
at buying digital textbooks. 

“We will spend anywhere from 
$500,000 to $1 million a year on (tra¬ 
ditional) textbooks,” she said. “It 
is not cheap. We are looking at go¬ 
ing to e-books, to go electronic. 
“We are glad we have waited a few 
years, because a few years ago, when 
that hype really started to come through, 
they not only charged us almost the 
same amount ... but then they charged 
you a fee to have their service, as well. 
“There’s been a lot of competition now 
in that area, so prices have started to 
come down. It’s much more reasonable. 
We will continue to look at that option 
for our kids.” 

Textbooks are a major expense of the 
Henderson County School District, but

not nearly the expense of salaries, she 
said. At roughly $40 million, salaries 
account for 82 percent of the district’s 
budget. 

T-shirt, appliance makers 
could hire 300 in 
Northern Kentucky

Two companies could bring more 
than 300 jobs in Northern Kentucky af¬ 
ter being approved for state tax credits 
last week. 

Teespring Inc., a maker of custom 
T-shirts used in fundraising and organi¬ 
zation campaigns, could lease space in 
Hebron to bring the majority of produc¬ 
tion in-house. 

TeeSpring is based in San Francisco 
but also has offices in Rhode Island. 
The Kentucky Economic Development 
Finance Authority approved $2.5 mil¬ 
lion in tax incentives for the proposed 
$21.9 million investment. 

About $ 16 million of the planned in¬ 
vestment would be for equipment. 

Initial plans call for hiring 179 work¬ 
ers but the facility could employ nearly 
300 within 10 years. The average hourly 
wage and benefits would be $16.75, ac¬ 
cording to information submitted to the 
state. 

Teespring allows people to make 
and sell merchandise online by us¬ 
ing a crowdfunding model and by 
handling production and distribution. 
The Kentucky finance authority also 
approved $200,000 in tax incentives 
to Milwaukee-based A.O. Smith Corp. 
to expand in Northern Kentucky. A.O. 
Smith, a manufacturer of residential and 
commercial water heating equipment, 
could add new production lines and bol¬ 
ster its operations. 

The company could invest $3.3 mil¬ 
lion in its Northern Kentucky operation 
and add 12 workers. It currently has a 
facility at 8160 Holton Drive in Flor¬ 
ence. In Florence, A.O. Smith makes 
coatings for the appliance, automotive, 
and metallurgical markets that are cor¬ 
rosion and abrasion resistant. 

The company said it employed about 
44 people currently. The average hourly 
wage including benefits is $25 an hour. 

Beshear bans smoking on 
most state property 
starting Nov. 20

State workers will have to snuff out 
their cigarettes starting Nov. 20. 

Gov. Steve Beshear announced last 
week that the state will ban the use of 
cigarettes and all other tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, including e-cigarettes, on most 
state property, effective Nov. 20. 

That means employees and visitors 
can’t light up or chew tobacco in state- 
owned or leased buildings, in state- 
owned vehicles, or on state property 
— including parking lots, sidewalks 
and green space under the control of the 
executive branch of government. 

The policy impacts 2,888 state-owned 
buildings, making more than 26.4 mil¬ 
lion square feet tobacco-free, Beshear 
said at a Capitol news conference with 
Lt. Gov. Jerry Abramson and other state 
officials. 

The state also leases space in 568 oth¬ 
er structures, and the Finance Cabinet 
will work with those landlords to post 
signs indicating the tobacco-free zones. 

Beshear said his executive order has 
a few exceptions — state parks, the 
Kentucky Horse Park, Kentucky State 
Fairgrounds, Bluegrass Station, wildlife 
management areas, state rest areas, Mil¬ 
itary Affairs training centers and armor¬ 
ies, and certain state residential health 
facilities. 

The order does not apply to universi¬ 
ties, but Abramson said all universities 
except Western Kentucky University 
and Murray State University already 
have some form of tobacco limits in 
place. 

Beshear also has no authority to ban 
smoking on property overseen by the 
judicial and legislative branches of gov¬ 
ernment, or constitutional officers, but 
he said he encouraged all of them to fol¬ 
low his example. 

All constitutional officers ex¬ 
cept Agriculture Commissioner 

James Comer have told him they 
will abide by the ban, Beshear said. 
Kentucky is the fifth state to adopt such 
a policy. The others are Delaware, Okla¬ 
homa, Oregon and South Dakota. 

State government is the largest em¬ 
ployer in Kentucky, and the tobacco- 
free rule to take effect on the day of the 
Great American Smokeout will affect 
about 33,000 state workers, as well as 
hundreds of thousands of visitors to 
state offices and properties.

Knowing your cholesterol levels is important

It may be surprising to 
know that not all cholesterol 
is bad for the human body. 
In fact, there are two types: 
“good” and “bad” cholester¬ 
ol. Too much of one or lack 
of the other can place you at 
risk for coronary heart dis¬ 
ease; therefore, it is important 
to understand the proper bal¬ 
ance. 

Since high blood cholester¬ 
ol does not cause symptoms, 
it is important to have your 
cholesterol checked frequent¬ 
ly - typically at least once 
every five years. These tests 
make sure your total choles¬ 
terol levels fall below 200 mg/ 
dL. Bad cholesterol or LDL 
should be less than 100 mg/ 
dL while good cholesterol or 
HDL should be greater than 
40 mg/dL. It is important to 
note that a 10 percent reduc¬ 
tion in total cholesterol may 
reduce your risk for heart dis¬ 
ease by 30 percent. 

When too much LDL (bad) 
cholesterol mns through our 


blood, plaque-like mate¬ 
rial will form in the walls of 
the arteries. Eventually, this 
build-up can form a clot, 
which blocks blood flow to 
the heart and brain, resulting 
in a heart attack or stroke. 

Typically, blood choles¬ 
terol levels tend to rise around 
the age of 20. High choles¬ 
terol also tends to be genetic; 
therefore, some individuals 
require medication to manage 
cholesterol levels. Several 
non-medicinal measures can 
be taken to lower cholesterol, 
such as: 

• Follow a diet low in satu¬ 
rated fat and cholesterol. 

• Maintain proper weight. 

• Engage in regular physi¬ 
cal activity (at least 30 min¬ 
utes on most, if not all, days 
of the week). 

For your optimal health, 
please talk to your health care 
provider about having your 
cholesterol checked. Learn 
what you can do now to low¬ 
er your risk for heart disease 
in the future.

time and the program went 
very smoothly. 

“I think eveiyone watch¬ 
ing really enjoyed it being at 
the theater with comfy seats,” 
King said. “The program last¬ 
ed about three hours.” 

After a 10 minute inter¬ 
view with the judges, a 1950’s 
themed opening number, and 
a 12-minute fitness routine, 
Sellers exhibited her tap- 
dancing talents to the song 
“Feet Don’t Fail me Now,” 
a song which she chose for a 
specific reason. 

“My feet have helped me 
for so long and I’ve danced 
for forever so now was not 
the time for them to fail me,” 
Sellers said. 

Those same feet led Sell¬ 
ers to win the Talent Award, 
which she had hoped to earn. 

The interview portion of the 
program, which took place at 
First Christian Church, gave 
the judges a chance to meet 
the girls and get to know them, 
at least as well as they could in 
the allotted 10 minutes. 

“I think some of the girls 
were nervous about the inter¬ 
view but not all of us,” Sellers 
said. “We all worked really 


hard for a month before the 
interview so I think everyone 
was just really excited.” 

Traveling to the elementaiy 
schools and speaking to young 
girls across the county helped 
alleviate some fear in regards 
to the interview portion. 

“It was really good practice 
for us, just speaking in front 
of people,” Sellers said. “We 
talked to them about how be¬ 
ing a part of the DYW pro¬ 
gram has helped us see who 
we really are and how impor¬ 
tant it is for them to start be¬ 
ing their best self now at their 
age.” 

As someone who dreams 
of being an elementaiy school 
teacher, Sellers said she really 
enjoyed talking to the young 
girls. 

“We really had a lot of fun 
with it,” she said. “There are 
five aspects of being your best 
self and those are be healthy, 
be ambitious, be involved, be 
responsible, and be studious. 
So we got to talk about all of 
those things and how we strive 
to be each of those things in 
our lives and how those girls 
can start now and set goals to 
be their best selves.” 

Once the interview was 
behind them, the DYW par¬ 


ticipants were focused on an¬ 
swering the onstage question, 
which they had been given the 
night before to review. 

The onstage question that 
each girl was asked was, 
“How have the roles of young 
women changed over the de¬ 
cades since the 1950’s?” 

While several girls spoke 
about the changing roles of 


women, from housewives to 
working mothers and contrib¬ 
utors to household incomes, 
Sellers took a different ap¬ 
proach to answering the ques¬ 
tion. 

“I said that the world has 
changed dramatically since 
the 1950s but I don’t feel like 
the roles of young women 
have changedbecause ayoung 


woman should be honest, 
healthy, educated, and a good 
role model,” she said. “Ail of 
these things were acceptable 
for women of the 1950’s and 
still are for the women of my 
generation.” 

After 14 years of danc¬ 
ing and the esteemed 2015 
CCDYW title under her belt, 
Sellers said she is veiy excited 
to continue on the state com¬ 
petition which takes place in 
January 2015. 

“We have orientation in 
November,” she said. “That’s 
when they’ll send us all of the 
information and a video with 
our dance and fitness rou¬ 
tines.” 

For one week in January, 
the DYW state participants 
will stay with a host family 
and one other participant, all 
practicing together until Fri¬ 
day and Saturday when they 
will perform. 

“I’ll be competing against 
a totally different group of 
girls,” Sellers said. 

If there is one thing the 
DYW program has done for 
Sellers, it is strengthen all of 
her friendships with fellow 
participants. 

“It was really fun to be 
with all those girls,” she said. 
“That’s one thing that I re¬ 
ally liked. We were all friends 
before but this made us even 


closer.” 

Sellers wasn’t the only girl 
to walk away with an award. 
First runner-up was Russell 
County High senior Morgan 
Emerson, who performed a 
lyrical dance to the song “Let 
it Go.” 

The second runner-up was 
CCHS senior Chelsey Lynn, 
who also performed the song 
“Let it Go” in the form of a 
piano solo. 

Winner of the Spirit Award, 
which each of the DYW par¬ 
ticipants voted on based on 
who they thought worked 
really hard, and made the ex¬ 
perience special, was Morgan 
Grant. 

“I was really impressed 
with eveiyone,” Sellers said. 
“A lot of the girls had never 
even been on stage in front of 
all of those people, so every¬ 
one really stepped out and did 
things they had never done 
before, which is what the 
DYW is all about.” 

Each of the DYW par¬ 
ticipants walked away with 
a Be Your Best Self Award 
and a winner for each portion 
of the program was chosen; 
Scholastics Award, Chelsey 
Lynn; Interview Award, Mor¬ 
gan Emerson; Fitness Award, 
Tyra Sengkhamyong; Self- 
Expression Award, Cheyenne 
Gosser.

“I’m just concerned be¬ 
cause we just made some veiy 
difficult, heart-rending cuts 
not too long ago, if you all re¬ 
member,” Coffey said, “and 
it just concerns me that we’re 
now going to turn around and 
do this. I’m not saying I’m 
opposed to it but I have some 
real concerns about it.” 

Coffey said that, though 
she knows she wasn’t present 
to vote, had the board cho¬ 
sen to take the 4 percent tax 
rate increase, this could have 
almost been completely cov¬ 
ered. 

“Again, the message that 
we send out to our employ¬ 
ees is that we’re all in this 
together,” Sowders said. “It’s 
not about a job title, it’s about 


everyone pulling their own 
weight. This is an investment 
and one worth making and I 
think it’s something we can 
do.” 

In agreement but... 

Coffman, Edwards, and 
Turner voiced their agreement 
that this should be a priority 
but also that the board needed 
to make sense of it first before 
approving the increases. 

“Let’s dig out the budget 
a little more, Mr. Sowders, if 
you don’t mind,” Coffey said. 
“You said there are places 
where we can pull.” 

Sowders said that with in¬ 
creases in student enrollment 
and an expected increase in 
federal funds, the extra mon¬ 
ey can be found. 

“We’re trying to do it in a 


systematic way that address¬ 
es our entire pay scale so we 
don’t have this group coming 
and saying ‘I’m worth more 
than that.’ Our classified pay 
scale just isn’t accurate com¬ 
pared to what other districts 
are paying,” Sowders said. 
“Deena Randolph (Director 
of District Wide Services) 
can tell you where we’ve got 
cushion and I think it’s do¬ 
able. Like I said, we’ve got 
25 new students, our SEEK 
money, and we’re also antici¬ 
pating an increase in Title 1 
money Oct. 1 so those are all 
things that I think we need to 
consider.” 

Coffman asked Randolph 
if the board can come up with 
the money to cover the costs 
of the increase. 

Randolph said that for the 
last three years, the board 
has spent more than they’ve 
taken in and projects spend¬ 


ing $709,000 more this year 
than what they will take in, 
not counting this increase. 

Urges caution 

“As a steward of taxpayers’ 
money, I have to urge you to 
be cautious,” Randolph said, 
“because when you do a raise, 
you’re stuck with it. It just 
keeps building every year. I 
just urge you to use caution. 
This will be the fourth year in 
a row that we’ll be spending 
more than we’re taking in.” 

Despite Randolph’s con¬ 
cerns, Sowders said that the 
board has been frugal with 
budgetary issues. 

“Our tentative budget 
last year projected a general 
fund balance carry-over of 
$2.6 million and the actual 
carry over June 30 was over 
$600,000 more than project¬ 
ed,” Sowders said. “We were 
veiy good stewards of our 


money last year.” 

However, Randolph said 
that more does not always 
mean discretionaiy funds are 
available. 

“May I add that those are 
just budget numbers,” Ran¬ 
dolph said. “The $2.6 mil¬ 
lion was budgeted just to be 
conservative. Yes, we did end 
the year with more, but it was 
still $500,000 less than what 
we took in. You have to dif¬ 
ferentiate the budget from the 
action.” 

Coffey once again urged 
the board to make sure the 
funds can be found in the 
budget. 

“Let’s make sure we’ve got 
the money in the budget to 
do it,” Coffey said. “I’d love 
to give them all a raise right 
now, tonight, but I’m not con¬ 
vinced we have the money. I 
don’t want us to have to go 
back and cut positions and cut 


days. I want us to think ahead 
enough that we don’t have to 
do that again.” 

Sowders reiterated that, 
for him, the important issue 
is taking care of the district’s 
classified personnel. 

“The only concern that I 
would have with that state¬ 
ment is that I think we need to 
think about quality of people 
we have and not quantity. I 
think we’ve got some excel¬ 
lent people who are not be¬ 
ing paid for the things that 
they do day in and day out,” 
Sowders said. 

No action was taken as the 
board considers Sowders’ re¬ 
quest. 

The discussion was tabled 
and set to be reopened in a 
special called meeting tomor¬ 
row (Thursday, Sept. 11.)

Elementary schools offer school readiness workshops 


Jones Park Elementary 
and Walnut Hill Elemen¬ 
tary are offering a free 
parent workshop series to 
help local families ensure 
their young children are 
prepared for school. 

“ It’s the simple things 
that make a difference in 
building a young child’s 
foundation for success 
in school and life,” said 
Casey County Superinten¬ 
dent Marion Sowders. “It’s 
not flash cards or expen¬ 
sive educational toys - it’s 
things like making your 
grocery trip into a treasure 
hunt for colors and shapes. 
Everyday activities are 
fun, easy opportunities to 
encourage learning.” 

The United Way Born 
Learning Academy offers 
parents tips, tools and re¬ 


sources to do just that. It’s 
a series of six free work¬ 
shops that provide families 
with young kids additional 
resources to turn everyday 
activities into early learn¬ 
ing moments. The work¬ 
shops are at night in each 
of the schools with food 
and childcare provided. 

Why does early learn¬ 
ing matter? Experts say 
the first few years are one 
of the most critical times 
for a child’s development. 
Kids who get the right 
learning opportunities in 
their early years are more 
likely to graduate high 
school, go on to college, 
stay married and be pro¬ 
ductive citizens. 

But kids who come to 
school without the cog¬ 
nitive, social-emotional, 


and physical skills needed 
have a harder time learn¬ 
ing basics like reading. By 
the end of third grade, kids 
who can’t read on grade 
level are four times as 
likely to drop out of high 
school, research says. 

In Casey County 63.1 
percent of the children en¬ 
tering kindergarten are not 
ready for school according 
to the BRIGANCE screen- 
er. In Kentucky 51 percent 
of the children entering 
kindergarten are not ready 
for school.

The Casey County foot¬ 
ball team brought out 
Rebel pride in fans of all 
ages on Friday as the Reb¬ 
els took down long-time 
rival Russell County with 
a final field goal, winning 
17-14. 

“We wanted to show ev¬ 
erybody who we were and 
that we have a good foot¬ 
ball team and can repre¬ 
sent our county. Our kids 
really rallied behind that,” 
said Coach Sam Marple. 
“We tried to get that point 
across and just because 
it’s Russell doesn’t mean 
they’re better.” 

The first points did not 
come until nearly the end 
of the first half when Col¬ 
lin Miller made a 60-yard 
run to put the Rebels on 
the board. Miller would 
finish the night with 128 
yards rushing on 17 car¬ 
ries. 

With Luke Patterson’s 
extra point kick, Casey led 
7-0 with just under four 
minutes remaining in the 
half. 

“Even though we went 
into half time 7-0, it could 
have been 17-0,” said 
Marple. “We had a few 
close situations that took a 
lot of the momentum away 
from us.” 


The score remained un¬ 
changed through the third 
quarter, but Russell rallied 
in the final period, starting 
it off with a 2 3-yard touch¬ 
down. The extra point 
conversion failed, keeping 
Casey up by one, 7-6. 

Just two minutes later, 
another successful Laker 
drive found them in the end 
zone followed by a two- 
point conversion. They 


gained their first lead, 14- 
7, with 9:41 to play. 

“I think the win the 
week before really helped 
us. I don’t know when 
Russell County rallied and 
made their little run if we 
could have responded,” 
said Marple. “We’re con¬ 
stantly telling our kids 
there is no way to play a 
good team and not have 
the momentum swing their 


way sometimes.” 

The Rebels responded 
immediately with Micco 
Randell returning Rus¬ 
sell’s kickoff for 80 yards. 
Patterson added the extra 
point to even the score at 
14-14. 

“Micco said he knew if 
that ball came to him he’d 
be that spark,” Marple 
said. “You can pause the 
film on that kickoff return 


and see ten people block¬ 
ing somebody. I thought 
they did a good job over¬ 
coming adversity and 
that’s two weeks in a row 
they’ve been able to do 
that.” 

With the score knotted 
at 14, Casey had the fi¬ 
nal drive of the game. By 
making smart, key plays 
the Rebels put themselves 
in field goal range just in 


time for one final play. 

It was Patterson’s third 
field goal attempt of the 
season and he nailed it, 
giving Casey the 17-14 
victory, their first win over 
Russell since 2003. 

“Everyone had confi¬ 
dence in Luke if we could 
get inside the 30 yard line,” 
said Marple “He was 0-2 
on the season, and he just 
walks in there and it’s per¬ 
fect. When you do things 
the right way, things are 
going to pay off. Luke’s 
worked hard.” 

Casey finished with 210 
rushing yards, Miller with 
128. Although the Rebels 
were 5 for 12 for 47 yards 
in the passing game, Mar¬ 
ple said it was a key aspect 
to the win. 

“We didn’t complete 
20 passes or anything but 
three or four times we got 
behind the chains and had 
to throw the ball and made 
big plays including that 
last drive to have a chance 
there at the end.” 

Jay lan Waddle, Kyle 
Eads and Gary Propes led 
Casey’s defense with 12, 
10 and 9 tackles, respec¬ 
tively. The team racked up 
64 tackles. 

The Rebels will take 
a break from play with a 
bye-week before return¬ 
ing to action on Sept. 19 at 
Lincoln County.

Archery deer season opens 


The transition to fall is un¬ 
derway. 

For Kentucky hunters, it 
started weeks ago with the 
opening of early fall squirrel 
season. Labor Day ushered 
in the start of dove season, 
and the onrush of hunting 
opportunities continues this 
weekend. 

Archeiy deer and wild 
turkey seasons opened state¬ 
wide on Sat., Sept. 6 and mns 
through Jan. 19,2015. 

The past two deer seasons 
produced new overall har¬ 
vest records in Kentucky, and 
bowhunters helped set the 
pace for both. September saw 
record deer harvests the past 
three seasons. 

The deer herd remains in 
fine shape after a 2013-14 sea¬ 
son that saw hunters harvest a 
record 144,409 animals, and 
conditions have been favor¬ 
able for fawn survival. 

Turkeys provide another 
fall hunting opportunity. 

A good year of poult pro¬ 
duction could mean more 
young turkeys available to 
hunters, and should lead 
to improved hunting next 
spring. 

Two variables - the weath¬ 
er and the mast crop - could 
have big impacts. 

Biologists wrapped up 
their annual mast survey last 
week and preliminary reports 
indicate red and white oaks 
will be better than last year. 
Hickoiy nut production ap¬ 
pears spotty while American 
beech nut production gener- 
allv seems to be noor around 


the state. 

Red and white oak acoms 
are valued as food sources by 
deer, turkey and other forest 
animals. 

If this turns out to be a 
good year for white oaks, key 
on those because deer prefer 
them over the bitterer red oak 
acoms. One way to distin¬ 
guish a red oak from a white 
oak is by looking at its leaves. 
Red oak leaves have pointed 
lobes while white oaks have 
rounded lobes. 

Wild turkeys aren’t as fin¬ 
icky about hard mast, but 
they will concentrate around 


acorn-bearing oaks. 

Last season’s fall turkey 
harvest was down 39 percent, 
a drop attributed to extensive 
rainfall during major hunting 
timeframes. The two shotgun 
seasons have accounted for 
77 percent of the entire fall 
turkey harvest over the past 
decade, Dobey said.

A Liberty man faces 
multiple charges including 
allegedly asking a 15-year- 
old female teen to sell mari¬ 
juana. 

Tyrus Paul Bragg, 20, of 
251 Fair St., Liberty, was 
arrested on Sept. 3 at his 
residence by Sheriff Jerry 


Coffman, Chief Steven Gar¬ 
rett, Officer Richie Francio- 
ni, and

Court 
records 
state 


that Bragg was originally 
charged with first offense 
trafficking in marijuana, 
less than 8 ounces, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana, posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 
two counts of first-degree 
unlawful transaction with 
a minor under 16 years 
old, illegal controlled sub¬ 
stance; and first-degree 
unlawful transaction with a 


minor, illegal sex act, under 
18 years of age. 

However, in Casey Dis¬ 
trict Court the next day, 
the charges of two counts 
of first-degree unlawful 
transaction with a minor 
under 16 years old, illegal 
controlled substance; and 
first-degree unlawful trans¬ 
action with a minor, illegal 
sex act, under 18 years of 


age, were amended down 
to three counts of second- 
degree unlawful transaction 
with a minor. 

The arrest citation filed 
on Sept. 3 states that Bragg 
admitted to “giving, trans¬ 
ferring marijuana to two 
high school juveniles who 
attend Casey County High 
School and are under 15 
and 16 years of age.” 


The citation goes on to 
state that Bragg admitted 
to smoking the drug with 
the teens and giving them 
marijuana. 

Bragg was released from 
the Casey County Deten¬ 
tion Center on Sept. 4 on 
personal recognizance and 
is scheduled to be back in 
Casey District Court on 
Sept. 18.

A Casey County man 
was airlifted to the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky’s Medi¬ 
cal Center Sept. 3 after he 
lost control of his vehicle, 
crashed through a fence, 
and rolled several times 
before coming to a stop. 

Deputy Chad Weddle 
said he was westbound on 
West Ky. 70 at the time of 
the crash, responding to 
a call he received stating 
that Bobby Todd Rich¬ 
ards, 24, had run through 
a woman’s yard on Cres- 
ton Water Tower Road and 
had fled the scene of the 
accident. 

“I was heading that way 
to locate his vehicle,” 
Weddle said. “So I was 
already within 2-3 miles 
from where the (second) 
accident happened.” 

Deputy Weddle said 
Richards was traveling 
eastbound on Ky. 70 in a 
1992 Oldsmobile when 
the vehicle left the road¬ 
way and traveled approxi¬ 
mately 320 ft. before wip¬ 
ing out 90 ft. of a barbed 
wire fence and rolling four 
or five times. 

With Richards inside, 


the Oldsmobile finally 
came to a stop, resting up¬ 
side down in the field. 

“He was very intoxi¬ 
cated,” Weddle said. “He 
wouldn’t cooperate.” 

Richards was charged 
with first offense DUI, as 
well as possession of an 
open alcohol beverage 
container in a motor ve¬ 


hicle, failure of non/owner 
operator to maintain insur¬ 
ance, and leaving the scene 
of an accident. 

Another Casey County 
man, Jordan Hatfield, 19, 
was driving behind Rich¬ 
ards when he noticed 
something was wrong with 
Richards’ car. 

“He was all over the road 


when I was behind him,” 
Hatfield said. “I slowed 
down quite a bit because I 
was afraid that something 
was going to happen.” 

Hatfield said he was 
glad he decided to slow 
down because not long af¬ 
ter, he saw Richards leave 
the roadway and flip sev¬ 
eral times.
